Bulgarian  Forces  Begin  Attack 
on  Graeco-Sefvian  Front, 
Which  Extends  for  More 
Than  Hundred  Miles, 


Eve  of  Ninety-Second  Birthday 


ALLIES  DEFEATED  IN 

OPENING  ENGAGEMENTS 


Bulgars  Capture  Strategic 
Position  at  Point  of  Bayonet 
—Strong  Force  of  Greeks 
Has  Been  Surrounded, 


LONDON,  June  30.— The  prolonged 
efforts  of  the  Powers  to  prevent  the 
outbreak  of  a  fratricidal  war  between 
the  Balkan  Allies  seems  to  have  failed 
just  at  the  moment  when  it  appeared 
possible  for  the  four  Premiers  to  meet 
at  St.  Petersburg  and  submit  their  dif- 
ferences   for    Russian    arbitration. 

Fighting  began  today  all  along  the 
lines  where  the  Bulgarian  forces  are 
facing  the  Servians  and  Greeks.  These 
probably  w"?re  only  outpost  attacks,  but 
according  to  the  Greek  official  account, 
the  Bulgarian  attack  extended  over  the 
Greek    and    Servian    front   of    140    miles. 

"This  Is  manifestly  war  without  a 
previous  declaration  of  hostilities,  and 
we  accordingly  are  ready  to  order  our 
divisions  to  advance,"  says  trie  official 
statement. 

The  opposing  armies  accuse  each 
other   of   initiating  the   offensive. 

The  Bulgarian  representatives  at 
Athens  and  Belgrade  have  presented 
notes,  protesting  against  Greek  and  Ser- 
vian attacks.  The  Servian  Government 
replied  by  charging  that  the  Bulgarians 
are  making  attacks  and  repudiating  all 
responsibility. 

In  Sofia  the  outbreak  of  hostilities  is 
attributed  to  the  machinations  of  Ser- 
vian Military  League,  which,  it  is  con- 
tended, is  determined  to  prevent 
Premier  Pachitch  from  consenting  to 
arbitration,  and  from  a  strategic  point 
of  view.  the.  Bulgarians  declare  the  Ser- 
vian attack  is  aimed  at  dividing  the 
Bulgarian    army    at    its    centre. 

Servians    Defeated 

SOLINICA,  June  30.— It  is  thought 
here  that  the  Bulgarian  policy  was 
directed  at  saining  time  to  complete  the 
concentration  of  forces  and  that  a  gen- 
eral attack  commenced  Immediately  this 
was  achieved.  Outpost  affairs  in  the 
Panghaibn  district  and  on  the  River 
■  Claovo  were  undertaken  by  the  Bul- 
garians. 

In  accordance  with  Instructions  pre- 
viously received,  the  Greeks,  who  were 
greatly  outnumbered,  fell  back  on  the 
Struma  River  before  the  Bulgarian  at- 
tack, and  the  whole  Fanghalon  region, 
including  the  town  of  Elenteri,  has  fal- 
len into  Bulgarian  hands. 

Thirty-si*  thousand  Bulgarians  at- 
tacked Guevgheli  at  5  o'clock  in  the 
morning  and  defeated  the  Servians,  thus 
cutting  railroad  communication,  and  It 
is  reported  a  strong  Greek  force  Is 
surrounded  by  the  Bulgarians,  and  in  a 
critical   position  at   Nlgrita. 

Carried   at   Foist   of   Bayonet 

SOFIA,  .June  30. — It  is  reported  that 
the  Bulgarians  have  occupied  Guev- 
gheli at  the  point  cf  the  bayonet.  This 
is  an  important  strategic  position  where 
the  Greek  and  Servian  lines  join.  It 
Is  stated  the  Bulgarians  aim  to  hinder, 
to  co-pperation  between  the  Greek  and 
Servian  forces,  and  to  prevent  Servian 
communication  with  Salonica. 
Greek    Fleet    to    Sail 

ATHENS,  June  30. — The  Greek  fleet 
was  instructed  today  to  sail  forthwith 
to  Zagesla,  a  small  port  near  the  Gulf 
of  Salonica. 

King  Constantlne  of  Greece  started 
today  for  Saionlca. 

Surrounded    by   Greeks 

SALONICA,  June  30. — The  general 
staff  today  issued  orders  to  the  Bul- 
garian troops  here  to  surrender  their 
arms  and  quit  the  city  under  Greek 
escort.  Failing  to  comply  within  the 
stipulated  hour,  the  Bulgarian  camp 
was  surrounded  by  Greek  troops,  the 
police  in  the  meantime  having  stopped 
all  tramc  and  taken  other  precautions 
to  prevent  a  rising  of  the  Bulgarian 
population.  • 

Bulgariana     Surrender 

LONDON,  July  1. — A  dispatch  from 
Athens  to  The  Dally  Telegraph  reports 
that  fighting  took  place  at  Salonica  be- 
tween the  Greeks  and  Bulgarians,  be- 
ginning at  7  o'clock  In  the  evening. 
Finally  the  Bulgarian  garrison  sur- 
rendered, nnd   the  city   became  quiet. 

A  Salonica  dispatch  to  The  Times 
says  that  on  the  refusal  of  the  Bul- 
garions  to  surrender,  the  Orerke  placed 
two  machine  guns  In  the  White  Tower, 
and  bombarded  the  Bulgarian  quarters. 
After  two  hours  of  heavy  firing,  the 
Bulgarians    surrendered. 

The  Times  Belgrade  correspondent 
sends  the  following:  "Nobody  here 
doubts  that  war  has  broken  out,  and 
that  Montenegro  and  Greece,. and  prob-

WATERWAY  IMPROVEMENTS

TORONTO,  June  30.— The  executive  of 
the  Great  Waterway  Union  this  morn- 
ing passed  a  resolution  urging  the  Gov- 
ernment that  a  Royal  Commission  be  ap-

Right  Hon.  John  Burns  told 
me  that  in  the  last  four  months  the 
population  had  increased  by  81,000,

— Lord  Strathcona 
presided  toda".\  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company  and  an- 
nounced that  the  profits  from  trade 
were  the  largest  in  the  company's  his- 
tory. Land  sales  had  been  distributed 
durlVig  the  past'  year  as  follows:  Sas- 
katchewan, 60  per  cent:  Alberta,  35  per 
cent;   Manitoba,   5  per  cent. 

Sales  of  town  lots  had  been  highly 
satisfactory,  being  of  a  notable  value  of 
£1,275,416,  against  £168,580  the  previous 
year,  the  outstanding  feature  being  the 
excellent    sale    at    Edmonton. 

The  dividends  were  recommended  to 
be  paid  from  the  company's  trade  turn- 
over the  same  as  last  year,  namely  20 
per  cent.  An  interim  distribution  6t 
ten  per  cent  on  account  of  the  proceeds 
of  land  sales  was  made  in  January  last, 
and  it  is  now  proposed  to  distribute  a 
further  10  per  cent  on  this  account.  A 
bonus  of  10  per  cent  on  account  of  the 
land  department  receipts  was  also  re- 
commended, so  that  the  total  amount 
paid  under  this  head  will  be  80  per 
cent,  or  £300.000,  making,  with  the  20 
per  cent  from  trade,  a  total  dividend 
of  50  per  cent,  or  £500,000,  on  a  capital 
of  £1,000,000.

It  is  proposed  to  assist  farmers  on  ap- 
proved applications  by  converting  their 
sale  agreements  into  loan  agreements, 
for  it  is  felt  that  by  relieving  the  farm- 
er of  the  necessity  of  .meeting  install- 
ments year  by  year  he  would  be  able  to 
put  his  earnings  Into  buildings  and 
stock,  and  thus  follow  mixed  farming 
rather  than  be  so  dependent,  .  aa  at 
present,   on   wheat  growing.* 

It  is  to  the  advantage  of  Canada,  • 
said  his  lordship,'  thai -farmers  should 
not  denend  entirely  upon  cereal  crops,  J 
but  go  in  for  stock  raising,  horse  breed- 
ing  and  growing  of  crops  for  their  use.

TARIFF  BILL  DELAYED 

Democratic       Caucus       Fails      to       Beach 

Agreement    Regarding    Income    Tax 

Exemptions 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C,  June  30.— Dem- 
ocrats of  the  Senate  ran  against  a  snag 
late  today  when  they  took  up  the  report 
of  the  Finance  Committee  made  on  the 
income  tax  section  of  the  .  tariff  bill. 
Nn  progress  had  been  made  by  adjourn- 
ment time  tonight  and  no  one  would 
piodict  when  or  where  the  apparent  dif- 
ferences   would    end. 

The  caucus  took  up  the  income  tax 
report  of  the  committee,  paragraph  by 
paragraph,  and  when  the  exemption 
clause  was  reached  everybody  wanted 
to  talk  at  once.  Some  Senators  argued 
against  the  committee  amendment  re- 
ducing the  general  exemption  from  $4,000 
to  $3,000  with  $1,000  additional  for 
married  men  or  women  witft  depend- 
ents, and   $500  each   for  dependent  child. 

Some    Senators    declared    there    should 

bq   no   differentiation   between  .  married 

and  single  persons;  other':  argued  that 
if  exemptions  were  to  he  made  on  minor 
children  dependent  upon  a  pnrent's  in- 
come, that  dependent  grandchildren 
should  be  Included;  that  imbecile  aduli 
children,  cripples,  relatives  aud  count- 
less   others    that    might    be    classed    as 

dependents   should   he    iivl'i.h.l 

Discussion  of  this  paragraph  revealed 
ai-  error  in  thf  caucus  print  of  the  bill 
authorized  hy  the  committer.  Originally 
the  committee  drrlrlerl  that  exemptions 
for  children  at  $500  -each  should  not 
sxceed  two  children  or  $1,000  extra  to 
the  family,  which  would  make  the  max- 
imum exemption  $5,000.  When  the  com- 
ir.ittee  revision  of  the  bill  was  printed 
the  limit  on  children's  exemptions  wbh 
omitted.  Senator  Simmons  Informed 
thf  caucus  that  the  omission  was  unin- 
tentional. 

Th©  caucus  was  nowhere  near  a  vote 
on  the  paragraph  at  reces?.  time  and 
riipcusslon  was  renewed  at  a  night  ses- 
sion with   little  prospect   of  a  vote.

They  were  Just  as 
bad  six  hundred  years  before  the  time  of 
Conrad,  for- Ulfllus,  the  famous  Apostle 
to  the  Visgoths,  tells  of  the  outrages 
which  the  several  tribes  were  commit- 
ting upon  each  other.  If  there  had  been 
among  the  so-called  Slavic  races  any- 
thing like  a  semblance  of  permanent 
unity,  they  might  easily  Tiave  become 
one -of/ the  most  dominant  nations  In  the 
world,  but  for  centuries  the  same  story 
has  had  to  be  told  over  and  over  again.

The  Deputy  Minister  of 
informs  us  that  it  is  hoped 
campaign  will  be  Inaugurated 
destruction  of  noxious  weeds 
Province  before  the  evil  "gets 
to  handle."  Provincial  constables  and 
fire  wardens  have  been  again  appointed 
agents  under  the,  Noxious  Weeds  Act. 
and  they  are  instructed  to  enforce  it 
There  Is  no  doubt  as  to  the  very  gr«;at 
Importance  of  such  a  campaign,  and  it 
ought  not  to- be  necessary  for  the  Gov- 
ernment to  invoke  the  aid  of  the  law 
to  make  it  successful.  Indeed,  It  Is 
not  possible  for  officers.  however 
vigilant  they  may  be,  to  accomplish 
muuh  without  very  hearty  public  co- 
operation./ Seeds  are  easily  carried  by 
the  wind.  We  have  in  mind  a  certain 
garden  where  inwt  year  there  were  a 
few  popples,  which,  were  allowed  to  go 
to  seed.  This  year  there  are  popples 
in  «very  part  of  the  area  in  which  the 
garden  is  situated.  If  this  Is  the  case 
with  a  plant  the  Bceds  of  which  are 
►small  and  round,  how  much  more  likely 
Is  It  to  be  the  case  with  seeds  like 
those    of    thistles! 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  has 
issued  a  circular  dealing  T.ith  the  Can- 
ada thistle,  which,  It  says,  Is  "one 
of  the  worst  weeds  in  existence  and  the 
hardest  to  control."  He  recommends 
the    following    treatment: 

Remedy — Being  a  deep-rooted  peren- 
nial, Canada  thistle  should  l><-  plongbed 
deep  in  Summer  just  as  the  flowers 
open,  or  i  he  flowering  stems  may  be 
mowed  down  and  the  land  ploughed  as 
soon  as  the  new  growth  appears.  A» 
new  stems  are  thrown  up  they  must  be 
cut  off  with  a  brosd-sheared  cultivator 
at  Intervals  during  the  Bummer  and 
Autumn.  Deep  plouKhlng  In  the  Autumn 
has  been  found  uarftfl  in  suppressing 
thistles  In  Manltooa.  The  chief  safe- 
guard against  Canada  thistle  and  simi- 
lar deep-rooted  perennials  Is  undoubted- 
ly a  regular  short  rotation  of  crops 
with  thorough  cultivation.  A  three- 
year  rotation,  Including  two  cuttings  of 
early  red- clover  for  the  first  year,  fol- 
lowed by  deep  Fall  ploughing  for  hoed 
crops,  with  clean  cultivation  and  a 
cereal  crop  for  the  third  will  suppress 
It. 

For  permanent  pastures  and  wild 
lands  where  this  course  of  treatment  is 
not  feasible,  a  plan  which  Is  followed 
by  many  with  groat  success  is  to  keep 
the  plants  cut  off  right  at  the  crown 
and  never  allow  them  to  flower.  This 
course,  If  pursued  faithfully,  will.  In  a 
few   years'    time,  destroy   this   pesf.

In 
one  plot  are  11,000  French  trees  and 
wtirubs  specially  Imported  from  Orleans:

Mr.  Samuel  Spencer  who  has  created 
this  garden  out  of  ground  of  which  a 
large  proportion  was  covered  with  bush 
this  time  a  year  ago,  has  kept  one  idea 
steadily  before  him,  namely  to  show 
that  here  on  Vancouver  Island  there  Is 
a  Riviera  climate,  and  tn  set  a  high 
standard  for  all  other  owners  of  farms 
and  gardens  In  the  "oldest  Industry  In 
the  world."  Already  It  Is  possible  to 
say  that  he  has  gone  far  towards 
achieving  the   task  set  before  him. 

To  the  east  of- the  main  road  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  the  original  bush 
has  been  left,  consisting  of  tall  cedars 
and  other  native. trees,  and  in  what  was 
once  a  muddy  ravine  now  runs  a  clear 
rivulet  down  a  dell,  along  the  sides  of 
which  are.  planted  many  a  flowering 
plant  that  loves  the  shade.  Hers  Is  the 
most  delightful  place  to  wander,  with 
cool  water  to  drink  and  seats  to  sit 
upon  and  enjoy  the  shade,  and  as  every 
one  is  welcome  and  carriages  and  motors 
ran  drive  almost  everywhere,  the  place 
should  prove  the  object  of  many  a  drive 
when  once  the  public  awakes  to  what  a 
beautiful  pleasure  resort  the  Dominion 
Government  is  providing  for.  them.

If  It  Is  a  comfort  to  anybody  to  feel 
that  life  will  exist  forever  on  our  planet 
instead  of  lasting  only  a  few  million 
years  after  he  is  gone  he. should  by  all 
means  read  the  address  of  a  German 
scientist  who  holds  out  this  hope  to  the 
race,  says  to/s  Literary  Digest.  The 
eternity  of  matter  has  always  been  pro- 
claimed by  science,  hut  she  ha3'  denied 
the  indefinite  cxisicr.ee  of  the  particu- 
lar groups  and  systems,  of  matter  that 
we  find  In  our  own  universe.  Klarn- 
marlon,  in  his  "End  of  the  World," 
enumerates  many  causes,  any  of  which, 
acting  by  itself,  would  bring  the  pres- 
ent world  to  it*  termination.  It  would 
seem  to  be  only  a  question  of  .which, 
should  achieve  ItB  end  first. 

Now,  however,  ponies  Professor  Gusr 
tave  -faumann,  of  the  Brunn  Polytechnic 
School.  Germany,  and  announces  In  an 
Inaugural  address  on  "Modern  Views  of 
the  Knd  of  the  World"  quite  a  different 
doctrine.  The  modern  vle^',  he  asserts, 
is  that  the  universe  is  stable.  Disturb- 
ing forces  act  only  to  call  into  heim? 
other  opposing  forces  which  will  re- 
store the  balance  of  things.  Loss  of 
heat  Is  balanced  by  the  inflow  of  Rravl- 
tauonal  energy.  These  views,  he  tells 
us.  are  the  consequences  Of  new  theories 
of  gravitation  which  take  into  account 
the  fact  that  the  gravitational  impulse 
requires  time  to  travel  through  apact  . 
Newton's  law  on  this  view  holds  exactly 
only  for  bodies  at  rest,  whereas  our 
system    la    In    motion. 

We  read  in  a  translation  of  Professor 
Jaumann'a  address  into  French  publish- 
ed In   The  Revue  Sclentlfkjn.- 

"The  anomalies  of  the  field  of  Rrari- 
tation  are  compensated,  in  cosmic  spare, 
according  to  a  law  analogous  to  tlia' 
which  governs  the  In  cpulnrl ties  of  dis- 
tribution of  temperatures  in  the  mass 
of  a  conductor  of-  heat.  It  Is  only  for 
bodies  at  rest  that  Newton's  law  of  ef- 
fects   e'    a    distance    follows   exactly    from 

1)1.   dlfforentl&1  law  of  gravitation.    The 

motions  of  the  planets  Involve  distur- 
bances— a  kind  of  accumulation;  so  to 
speak,  of  the  field  of  p;ra\ttatlon  In 
front  of  these  bodies,  giving  rise  ti 
new  gravitational  forces  which  are  add- 
•  ■!    to    the   Newtonian    Tofces. 

"Although  very  small  Indeed,  these 
forces  may  be  calculated  with  great  pro- 
vision; the  most  Important  of  them  is 
In  the  direction  of  t!ie  planet's  motion 
and  thus  aids  that  motion.  It  incren.-er: 
with  the  rl»nrt'"5  velocity  and  varlea  In 
inverse  ratio  to  the  distance  from  the 
sun.  These  new  gravitational  forces  In- 
troduce Into  the  movements  ojf  the  plnn- 
ets  disturbances  that  mav  he  calculated 
without  difficulty,  and  that  determine 
the  departures  from  Newton's  law  that 
have  been  noted' above,  such  as  abnor- 
mal rotations  of  th«  perihelion,  abnor- 
mal accelerations,  abnormal  oseilla- 
ttone  of  the  vertical,  etc.  Thus  are  ex- 
plained all  the  peculiarities  of  gravi- 
tation, which  Newton's  law  of  action  at 
a  distance  could  not  do-  These  new

a  canoe  from  Puget  Sound  to  Skagway, 
arrived  at  Prince  Rupert,  L\  C,  Wednes- 
day, after  making  a  40-mile  run  from 
Grenvllle  channel.  In  the  rain.  Advices 
from  Priii'-.  Rupert  say  that  both  are 
tanned  to  a  copper  color  and  have  enor- 
mous   appetites. 

Headed  for  Skagway  the  canoeists 
left  Victoria,  May  21,  and  after  spend- 
ing two  days  here  proceeded  to  Vancou- 
ver, arriving  there  May  25.  Since  then 
the  canoe  has  passed  through  Seymour 
narrows  and  Crossed  Queen  Charlotte 
Sound,  but  no  mishap  had  befallen  the 
voyagers  when  they  reached  Prince  Ru- 
pert They  have  already  made.  667 
miles,  and  when  they  arrive  at  Skag- 
way will  have  traveled  more  than  1,000 
miles   In    the  canoe. 

The  young  men  are  uncertain  as,  to 
whether  they  will  be  able  to  conllne 
the  trip  down  the  Yukon  River  to  Nome, 
in  accordance  with  their  original  plan, 
because  of  the  shortness  of  the  season 
of  open  water  in   the  Fur  North. 

They  left  Prince  Rupert  yesterd-ty. 
Mctlakatla,  Ketchikan,  Wrangel.  Juneau 
and  Skagway  will   be  visited    In   turn. 

The  boat  used  by  these  two  young 
men  Is  an  18-foot  Indian  model  canvas 
canoe,  over  which  Is  fitted  a  waterproof 
cover  containing  two  openings  In  which 
the  paddlers  sit.  thus  giving  the  canoe 
the  appearanoe  of  an  Eskimo  kyak. 

Scarcity  of  Officers 
Difficulty  is  being  experienced  by 
French  sailing  ship  owners  In  finding 
officers  for  their  ships.  A  French  sec- 
ond mate  with  a  master's  certificate 
earns  usually  $35  a  month,  while  the 
psv  of  chief  mates  vprles  between  $36 
and  $50  a  month.  Cnmplntnts  are  made 
lp  Frail'",  too,  about  the  lack  of  trainee! 
Bailors,  compelling  officers  to  do  much 
manual  labor,  lack  of  discipline  among 
crews,  and  lack  of  means  to  enforce 
discipline.  French  third  mates,  It  ap- 
pearn,  besides  standing  watch  with  the 
second,  arp  chiefly  occupied  with  the 
duties  of  storekeeper,  which  lead  to  In- 
terminable bickerings  with  the  cook  and 
the  sailors.  A  French  sailing  ship  cap- 
lain  earns  about  lion  a  month  and  some 
of  them  are  compelled  to  supply  their 
own  charts.  They  are.  however,  pen- 
sioned by  the  state  after  twenty-five 
years'   service.

Mr.  L.  fo.  Chetham.l  local  agent  of  the 
Canadian-Pacific  Oriental  service,  to  the 
effect  tjhat  the  big  liner  Empress  of 
Russia,  Commander  Beetham,  reached 
Yokohama  early  yesterday  morning.  No 
attempt  was  made  to  break  records  on 
the  outward  voyage,  and  ^.consequently 
the  turbine-driven  steamship  was 
eleven  days  In  making  the  passage  from 
Victoria.  The  Empress  of  Russia  left 
Victoria  on  the  morning  of  June  19,  be- 
ing several  hours  late  owing  to  delay  In 
coaling  at  Vancouver.  The  huge  liner 
is  due  at  Hongkong;  on  July  7,  and 
while  there  It  Is  probable  that  she  will 
be  floated  out  In  drydock  for  the  pur- 
pose of  having  her  hull  scraped  and 
painted.

I  believe  there  is  th*re  a  firm  and  in- 
tense determination  at  all  costs — at  all 
costs — to  maintain  what  they  regard  as 
their  inalienable  rights  as  mernbors-.df 
the  United  Kingdom*  and  as  subjects  of 
the  Crown,  and  if  that  be  their  feeling, 
the  passage  of  this  bill  by  the  method 
foreshadowed  by  the  right  hon.  gentle- 
man is  going  to  take  you  straight  upon, 
a  great  national  crisis.  .  (Opposition, 
cheers).  You  may  know  it  or  you  may 
not  know  it,  but  if  these  facts  are  true, 
that  is  the  only  conclusion  I  can  pos- 
sibly arrive  at.

I  do  not 
say  we  have  reached  the  point  at  whtch 
this  collision  with  I'lster  is,  inevitable, 
but  I  say  that  you  are  moving  In  that 
direction.  I  say  the  hours  are  running 
•  which  will  enable  you  to  make  the 
necessary  changes  in  your  course,  but 
i,  you  are  deaf  to  reason,  and  If  "you 
refuse  to  believe  the  evidence  of  the 
men  who  have  warned  you  and  who  can 
tell  you  win-,  then  all  the  evils  I  and 
"Miors    forsee   must   surely   come. 

Now  do  not  let  It  be  supposed  that  I 
take  that  weak  and  sentimental  view  of 
governmental  or  national  responsibilities 
that  would  make  me  shrink  even  from 
the  extremest  measures  to  carry  out  a 
great  policy.  Of  course  I  do  not  take 
that  view.  I  think  -it  Is  cowardly,  and 
I  would  neither  take  It  myself  nor 
ommend  It  to  others.

'  Constitutional  Arguments  •  ;^*8- 
What  are  the  so-called  constitutional 
arguments  which  lie  behind  all  these 
contentions  of  the  Prime  Minister?  They 
tell  us' the.  majority  must  rule.  That  Is 
a  perfectly  sound  legal  argument.  It  is 
not  a  sound  moral  argument.  It  is  a 
sound  legal  argument  to  say  that  this 
Parliament,  being  supreme,  had  a  right 
to  tax  America.  Everybody  feels  now 
tlwit  It  was  a  hollow  argument,  because 
there  was  not  behind  it  any  real,  solid, 
moral  constitutional  basis.  Majorities 
have  no  right  to  use  their  power  to  put 
a  portion  of  the  area  over  which  they 
rule  in  an  unequal  posttion.  This  is  an 
unequal  law  and  a  gross  Injustice.  It 
is  a  moral  and  constitutional  abuse  of 
rights  of  the  majority  to  turn  to 
I'lster  and  say,  "We,  being  a  majority. 
and  you  a  minority,  we  mean  to  put  you 
in  a  position  of  permanent  Inferiority." 
You  must  remember  that  behind  the 
Constitution  .these  are  the  principles 
on  which  the  Constitution  rests,  and  I 
say  that  in  this  bill  those  fundamental 
principles  are  broken.  But  you  are  not 
merely  putting  Clster  In  this  Impossible 
and  Invidious  position  as  regards  taxa- 
tion and  representation.  You  are  doing 
what  I'lster  feels  very  keenly;  you 
ar  dellhern'ely  putting  It  under  the 
control  of  a  majority  whlch!  is  di- 
vided from  It  unhappily  M  ^ancient 
wrong,  ancient  controversies,  ancient 
differences  and  existing  rellghfius  dif- 
ferences. It  Is  a  cruel  wrong/to  take  a 
small  area  an. I  put  It  under  the  control 
of  a  big  area,  thus  profoundly  differing 
from  it.  If  It  were  Albania,  would  you 
treat  It  so?  (Opposition  cheersK  Hon. 
gentlemen  opposite  are  much  more 
Buxir.-.ir.  for  the  liberties  of  other  peo- 
ples than  the  Hhertlep  of  those  for 
whom  they  are  primarily  responsible.  It 
Is  the  misfortune  of  lister  that  it  is 
not  two  thousand  miles  away;  that  It 
does  not  speak  a  different  language,  and 
that  It  does  not  have  another  religion. 
It  is  within  eyslght  of  your  shores, 
speaks  your  own  language,  and  shares 
your  own  religion;  therefore  it  lose*  all 
title  and  claim  to  that  careful  regard 
which  gentlemen  npt»»»lte  have  for  dis- 
tant people  (Opposition  cheers).  They 
eeem  to  think  they  are  doing  a  hlghty 
moral  action — an  action  In  conformity 
with  the  b»st  spirit  of  the  Constitution ;

Mot  Out  Off  Its'  Bank 

As  for  Alderman  Cuthhert'*  assertion 
that  the  bank  has  refused  to  give  the 
olty  any  more  money.  Mr.  Raymur  stated 
thst  the  city  still  owes  the  bank  about 
$2,000,000  and  the  bank  has  said  that 
until  the  city  reduces  this  indebtedness 
by  a  million  no  more  money  will  he 
forthcoming.  The  city  owep  about. 
1-1,600,000  on  local  improvements,  being 
12,500,000  on  treasury  notes  and  $2,000,- 
000  to  the  bank.  The  fiscal  agents  be- 
lieve the  city  can  pay  the  million  to  the 
bank  and  meet  treasury  notes  to  the 
amount    of    $1,600,000. 

Alderman  1'orter,  acting  chairman  of 
the  finance  committee,  favored  the  re- 
tention of  the  fiscal  agints,  especially 
in  view  of  the  existing  financial  situa- 
tion.

Evaded    BeaponslblUty 
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Alderman  Cuthbert  declared  that  it 
was  on  a  financial  policy  that  the  Mayor 
had  been  elected,  but  up  to  the  present 
the  latter  had  shown  no  disposition  to 
lead  in  any  such  effort,  and  the  sole 
responsibility  has  been  thrown  upon  the 
finance  committee.  Further  the  public 
is  as  much  In  the  dark  today  as  to  tTfe 
financial  operations  of  the  city  as  It  has 
been  since  the  first  of  the  year.  True  the 
city's  fiscal  agents  had  submitted  a  con- 
fidential policy  at  the  request  of  the 
Mayor,  but  he  (Alderman  Cuthbert)  de- 
clared no  private  corporation  should  be 
permitted  to  formulate  a  policy  for  the 
city.  That  was  work  for  the  finance 
committee  alone.  It  was  a  remarkable 
tiding  that  a  private  concern  should  be 
asked  by  the  city  to  advise  as  to  whether 
it  (the  company)  should  be  retained  as 
the   city's   financial    agents. 

Alderman  Cuthbert  cited  figures  to 
show  that  of  the  bonds  sold  not  a  dollar 
was  coming  to  the  city  for  new  work 
excepting  the  money  raised  under  bonds 
for  specific  purposes  such  as  sewer  and 
water  works  purposes.  By  the  time  the 
city  sells  all  the  bonds  it  will  have  ready 
It  will  be  paying  off  Its  indebtedness, 
but  the  bank  will  give  no  further  ex- 
tensions of  credit.  The  reason  for  this 
was  because  the  city  had  seen  fit  to 
lake  the  business  away  from  the  bank 
and  give  it  to  another  concern  which  is 
making  any  profit  there  is  in  the  flota- 
tion of  city  bonds.  Now  the  bank  says: 
"Go  to  your  fiscal  agents  for  accommo- 
dation." In  a  short  time  the  city  will 
have  paid  oft  something  like  $6,000,000 
indebtedness,  but  the  bank  will  make  no 
further   extensions. 

Referring  to  the  "miserable  failure" 
of  the  Victoria  flotation  on  the  London 
market,  whereby  $2,350,000  worth  of 
four  and  one-half  per  cent  bonds  were 
sold  at  91  net  to  the  city,  Alderman 
Cuthbert  rriticUed  the  nature  of  the 
advertisement  as  being  wholly  unfair 
to  the  importance  of  Victoria.  Victoria 
iind,  he  declared,  been  made  the  "finan- 
cial goat"  of  the  Canadian  cities.  The 
applications  for  shares  could  only  be 
made  to  the  Canadian  Bank  of  Com- 
merce,  and  only  at  London,  when  they 
might  have  be*en  arranged  so  tha.t  Ap- 
plications could  have  been  received  at 
half  a  dozen  places.  Now  six  months 
of  the  year  have  passed,  and  the  finance 
committee's  report  suggests  that  $1,000,- 
MO  be  borrowed  through  the  fiscal 
agents,  after  nearly  $8,000,000  has  been 
paid  to  the  bank.  As  things  now  stand, 
the  bank  is  no  longer  In  a  confidential 
relationship  to  the  city,  and  no  other 
concern  can  come  In  and  make  an  offer 
for  the  city's  bonds  so  long  as  the 
Canadian  Securities  Company  is  fiscal 
agent. 

Wo  Money  for  JT«w  Work 
Alderman  Fullerton  declared  It  to  he 
deplorable  that,  according  to  the  com- 
mittee's own  report,  there  will  be  no 
money  for  new  works  this  year.  He 
believed  the  city  could  have  raised  at 
least  $250,000  a  month,  had  it  accepted 
the  offer  of  the  Albion  Trust  Company. 
City  Comptroller  Raymur,  referring  to 
some  of  Alderman  Cuthbert's  criticisms, 
stated  that  in  not  one  Instance  had  the 
Bank  of  British  North  America  ever 
acted  as  fiscal  agent  for  the  city.  The 
debentures  had  besn  sold  openly  by  the 
city.  rn  the  past  two  years  the  city 
has  been  dealing  extensively  In  regis- 
tered stock  and  treasury  bills;  London 
is  the  only  market  for  this  type  of  se- 
curity, and  thty  can  only  be  sold 
through  underwriters.  The,  city  has 
been  Jetting  this  underwriting  done  at 
one-quarter  of  one  psr  cent,  the  lowest 
rate  secured  by  any  city  In  Canada 
But.  no  t  atter  how  the  bonds  are  sold, 
or  by  whom,  that  underwriting  charts 
must  be  paid.  Ths  short  term  debentures 
sell  better  on  this  side  Of  the  Atlantic, 
end  the  fiscal  agent*  have  disposed  of 
them  at  ths  highest  possible  prices. 
What  this  priea  was,  Mr.  Raymur  did 
not   nay.  ^
